Saltillo, Mex., July 9 —General Car- 


ranza todays authorized General Al- 
varado, constitutionalist commander 
besieging Guaymas, on the west coast, 
to agree to an armistice to permit the 
federal garrison to evacuate the city 
by sea. 

This action was taken at the request 
of the foreign consuls at Guaymas and 
the captains of American vessels in 
the harbor, according to announcement 
made at constitutionalist headquarters, 
for the safety of non-combatants and 
to prevent unnecessary damage to 
property. General Alvarado, in his 
dispatch transmitting the request for 
an armistice, reported that he had been 
informed by the consuls at Guaymas 
that the federal garrison had received 
orders to embark at once. Assurance 
was given him, Alvarado declared, that 
the federal gunboat Guerrero, now in 
the harbor, would refrain from bom- 
barding the city after it had been oc- 
cupied by the constitutionalists.

| Captured City Is Second 


SHE SLEW HUSBAND 


Largest in Mexico — Its 
Fall Followed Several 
Days of Hard Fighting. 


MANY FEDERALS KILLED; 
5,000 TAKEN PRISONERS

Also Captured—Carranza 
Predicts the Early Occu- 
pation of Mexico City.

Saltillo, Mexico, July 9 —General 
Carranza was officially advised late 
todav of the fall of Guadalajara be- 
fore the constitutionalist forces Wed- 
nesday at noon. The news was re- 
ceived with the utmost elation at con- 
stitutionalist headquarters, where it 

was regarded as preliminary to the 
occupation of Mexico City itself. Guad- 
alajara is the second largest city in 
Mexico. 

General Alvaro Obregon, 
tionalist commander, in his dispatch to 
General Carranza, reported that the 
federals had been completely routed 
and that he was in control of the en- 
including the federal palace. 
federals had been 
taken prisoners, according to Obre- 
gon’s report and the retreat toward 
Mexico City of those who escaped had 
been cut off by troops of th command 
of General Blanco, detoured from 
Ameca to destroy the federal lines of 
communication. Much ammunition, 
arms and supplies were captured. 

The federals were. reported scattered 
in all directions and great punishment 
inflicted on them in retreat, but no 
figures of losses on either side were 
available. 

Obregon Led Main Attack. 

The line of combat, it is stated, ex- 
tended over fifty-five miles, with Gen- 
eral Blanco in command of Obregon’s 
advance guard. General Obregon per- 
sonally led the main attack. 

For several days the constitutional- 
ists hammered the Guadalajara garri- 
son which came out from their de- 
fenses in the effort to scatter the be- 
siegers. After a disastrous conflict 
Tuesday in which the federals lost ten | 
troop trains and more than six hun- 
dred prisoners, they retreated, 
an unobstructed road to the second 
largest city of Mexico, which offered 
little resistance when the constitution- 
aliSts appeared.

Elias, border 
representative of the constitutionalists, 
that he had captured the city Wednes- 
day morning and routed 12,000 federals 
commanded 7eneral Miel, federal 
governor of the estate of Jalisco. 

In a fierce battle extending over a 
zone of eighty miles, the federal army 
was cut to pleces by Obregon’s force 
of less than 10,000 men. Five thousand 
federals were captured, Obregon said, 
along with all the artillery and ammu- 
nition of the enemy. Those who es- 
caped are being pursued by constitu- 
tionalist cavalry.

Young Mrs. Johnson Held 
Baby as She Fired—Hus- 
band’s Jealousy Made Her 
Life Unbearable.

Raleigh, N. C., July 
Johnson, of Martin county, 
arrested Tuesday on the charge of kill- 
ing her husband last Saturday night, 
while the two and their baby were 
driving to church near their home, this 
afternoon confessed to shooting and 
killing her husband, according to the 
authorities. The alleged confession 
was made in the presence of a newspa- 
per correspondent and Sheriff J. C. 
Crawford. 

She Tells of Killing. 

‘I am going to tell the whole truth 
about the matter,” the authorities say 
she said. “I killed my husband be- 
cause he had made my life unbearable 
for me by constantly accusing me of 
infidelity. 

“Saturday afternoon I looked 
one of the drawers of his bureau and 
found a pistol there. Later he said he 
was going to take me to church and 
told me to get ready. I wrapped the 
pistol up in the shawl which was 
around my baby. As soon as we left 
home he started talking about me. I 
stood it until I thought I. had rather 
be dead than alive. My husband was 
slightly stoop-shouldered, and was 
leaning forward in the buggy. I held 
my baby in my left arm, unwrapped the 
pistol with my right hand, held it close 
to the side of his head and pulled the 
trigger. He fell to the road and the 
horse started running, it being stopped 
at the church, where I! stated that 
someone had shot my husband.” 

Husband Very Jealous. 

In the course of her alleged confes- 
sion Mrs. Johnson, the police say, said 
she had parted from her husband three 
times and gone to live with her mother. 
After each separation, she said, her 
husband came to her and persuaded her 
to go back with him. 

“He was very suspicious,” she said, 
“and constantiy accused me of being 
too familiar with other men. Several 
times lately he said that he would kill 
me the first time he*saw me with any 
man other than himself. I was afraid 
he would carry this threat into execu- 
tion.”

ALASKAN VOLCANOES 
THROWING OUT SMOKE 


Seward, Alaska, July 9.—All the vol- 
canoes along the Alaska penisula 
west of Seward to the Aleutian is- 
lands are in action, according te a re- 

ort brought by Captain McMullen, of 
the steamship Dirigo, which arrived to- 
day from Dutch Harbor. 

Captain McMullen said Mount Kat- 
mai, the great volcano on the main 
land across Shelikof strait from Ko- 
diak island, is throwing out great vol- 
umes of sulphur-laden smoke. The 
sea, he said, was discolored by sulphur 
dust and pumice for 100 miles. 

Mount Shishaldin and Mount Pavlof, 
the most active volcanoes in the Aleu- 
tian islands, were smoking when the 
Dirigo passed them. 

Captain McMullen reported that na- 
tives along the Alaska peninsula said 
the volcano dust hurled into the air 
last month were caused by eruptions 
and not by old deposits of ash stirred 
up by a wind-storm as previously re- 
ported by passing ships.

Education in a democracy was the 
topic of discussion at tonight’s general 
session. The convention will adjourn 
tomorrow night. 

Sheets Wanted to Know. 

Only one incident marred the har- 
mony of today’s meeting. When W. O 
Thompson, of Ohio’ State university, 
chairman of the resolutions committee, 
had finished reading the report per- 
taining to woman suffrage, W. M. 
Sheets, of Florida, leaped to his feet. 

“IT want to know what the committee 
means by ‘political equality of the 
sexes,’”’ he shouted. 

“Any man who does not know what 
political equality means is in the kin- 
dergarten of American politics,” re- 
torted Thompson, with heat. 

“As a representative of the south I 
cannot but present the protest of two- 
thirds of southern women against wom- 
en's suffrage,’ persisted Sheets. His 
last words died amid a storm of laughs 
and loud applause greeted the passage 
of the resolution. 

The clause in the resolutions dealing 
with suffrage read: 

“The association regards efficiency 
and merit, rather than sex, as the prin- 
ciple of which appointments and selec- 
tions should be made, and, therefore, 
declares itself in favor of the political 
equality of the sexes and equal pro- 
tection for equal services.’ 

Carnegie and Rockefeller Attacked. 

Characterizing the ~Carnegie and 
Rockefeller foundations as agencies 
menacing true academic freedom and 
tending to defeat the ptimary purposes 
of democracy in schools, the normal 
school department unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution censuring these funds. 
The resolutions says: “We view with 
alarm the activity of the Carnegie and 
Rockefeller foundations, agencies not 
in any Way responsible to the people, 
in their efforts to control the policies 
of our state educational institutions; 
to fashion them after etheir concep- 
tions; to standardize our courses of 
study; and to surround the institu- 
tions with conditions which menace 
true academic freedom and defeat the 
primary purpose of democracy as here- 
tofore preserved inviolable in our com- 
mon schools, nermal schools and uni- 


versities.’ 

Mrs. Katrina Trask, of Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y., was awarded the medal 
of the American School Peace league 
tonight. The medal is awarded to the 
person whose efforts toward world 
peace are considered most valuable. 
Mrs. Trask is author of a book advo- 
eating world peace. 

The peace league tonight elected 
William Howard Taft honorary presi- 
dent and Randall J. Condon, of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, president.. 

Children Custodians of Peace. 


E. H. Scammell, of Ottawa, urged 
the insurance of peace through the 
proper teaching of children whom he 
Characterized as the custodians of 
peace of the next fifty years. 

“The so-called need of dresses and 
hats and pianos is crowding children 
out of the home,” said Dr. David Sne- 
den, commissoner of education in Mas- 
sachusetts, before

ELOQUENT PLEAS MADE 
FOR CANTRELL BOYS 


Every Effort Being Made to 
Save the Condemned Men 
From the Gallows.

If Jim and Bert Cantrell are com- 
pelled to pay the death penalty on the 
gallows for the murder of Arthur 
Hawkins in Hall county, about a year 
ago, it will not be that every effort 
was not made to save them, despite 
the fact that both men are penniless. 

Two of the most remarkable pleas 
ever heard before the prison commis- 
sion were made on behalf of the con- 
demned men Thursday afternoon. 

H. H. Dean, one of the most promi- 
nent attorneys of Hall county and a 
member of the genera] assembly, ap- 
peared for Bert Cantrell, and Fletcher 
M. Johnson, an equally prominent at- 
torney, argued the case of Jim Can- 
trell.

woman prompted the 
husband in order that 
she might enjoy the illicit love of her 
paramour As itn the Wilburn case, 
the woman escaped the gallows. 

About one year ago Bert Cantrell, 
an ignorant youth of Hall county, who 
had, so it is claimed, been literally 
raised in a still house, shot and killed 
Arthur Hawkins, a respectable and 
hard-working farmer. He was arrest- 
ed and confessed to the killing. tie 
stated that he was induced to slay 
Hawkins by his brother Jim and Mrs. 
Hawkins. For weeks they had pre- 
vailed on him to do the deed, but he 
Only consented after being told that 
Hawkins had circulated scandalous 
stories about him and his sister. Also 
as a special inducement, he was given 
a still cap and a shot gun. Previous- 
ly, according to the evidence, Mrs 
Hawkins had tried to get Jim to do 
the killing but he had refused. 

Rert and Jim were tried and con- 
victed and sentenced to hang. Mrs. 
Hawkins was given a life sentence 
The cases of Bert and Jim were taken 
to the supreme court, but new trials 
were denied. Unless the prison com- 
mission favorably acts and the gover- 
nor intervenes they must pay the pen- 
alty, July 29. 

Dean Makes Eloquent Plea. 

H. H. Dean. stated to the prison 
board that Bert was an extremely ig- 
norant boy of 16 years; that he was 
goaded on to do the deed by a design- 
ing woman who told him her husband 

had girculated scandalous stories about 
his sister. He stated that the jury 
stood eight for life imprisonment and 
four for the death penalty; that while 
deliberating, ‘the jury asked Judge J. 
B. Jones, the trial judge, if they 
brought in a verdict of guilty in the 
first degree, could not some recom- 
mendation be made to the prison board. 
They did not want Bert hanged, but 
they feared if they brought in any 
otker kind of verdict they would pos- 
sibly influence the case of Mrs. Haw- 
kins, who had not been tried at that 
time. 

Mr. Dean presented a petition signed 
by eleven of the twelve jurors who 
tried and convicted Bert Cantrell, ask- 
ine that sentence be commuted. Judge 
J. B. Jones verified the statements of 
Mr. Dean. Mr. Dean also read letters 
from a number of prominent citizens 
urging commutation. 

Solicitor General McMillan, who 
prosecuted the cases against both men, 
made a plea for both of them. 

Others who spoke in behalf of Bert 
were Judge W. D. Welchel, ordinary 
of Hal county; Dr. J. E. Welchel, 

iff Spencer, R. W. Smith, clerk of 

ourt;: Ww. 8S. Picknell, a well- 

attorney; David Watson and 

Johu A. Smith, road supervisor of Hall 
county, 

Mr. Deg also read an affidavit from 
Charles “ruelove, whose wife is a rel- 
ative of Arthur Hawkins, stating that 
Bert Cantrell is weak-minded. 

Plea Made for Jim. 


Fletcher M. Johnson, attorney for 
Jim Cantrell, presented a long petition 
signed by many of the most prominent 
women of Hall county, urging com- 
mutation. He argued that if Jim must 
hang, there was no reason why Bert 
should not, but he urged mercy 
Jim on the grounds of his ignorance 
and fact that he was under the influ- 
ence of a designing woman. 

During his argument, however, he 
admitted that there was no merit in 
either case. 

The hearing attracted many of the 
most prominent citizens of Hall county.

Speaking of his insistence that Paul 
Warbure be confirmed, President Wil- 
son ae said he believed the coun- 
try wa&s& in favor of the appointment 
and thatthe would

Mr. Warburg has reconsidered his re- 
quest that President Wilson withdraw 
his nomination as a member of the 
federal reserve board on the condition 
that he will not consent to appear be- 
fore the senate banking committee to 
be cross-examined.

Says Farm Produce Will Go 
Down in Price. 


(From Farm and Fireside.) 

W. S. A. Smith, who is an expert in 
such matters, predicts that the price 
of farm produce will go down in the 
next six months. He gives the fol- 
lowing reasons for this prediction: 

“The careful seaman watches his 
barométer carefully, and although he 
may have clear skies overhead, a fall- 
fe barometer always puts him on his 
uard. We have in this country at 
present a falling barometer, 
of uncertainty. We are up against a 
readjustment of farm lands and prices 
on farm produce. The old Scotch pro- 
verb, ‘Many nic kels make a muckle,’ 
has a good deal of it. Argentine beef 
may not alone affect the price of cat- 
tle, but when you import, as we are 
doing now, Argentine corn, beef and 
mutton, Australian mutton, Canadian 
oats and wheat, Chinese eggs and alt 
kinds of eggs and potatoes from Eu- 
ropean countfies, you can’t convince 
me that it will not have a tendency 
to lower in the next six months the 
prices on all our farm produce.”

WARBURG IS RIGHT. 

If Paul Warburg, the New York banker 
and eminent international authority on 
finance, serves this country on the federal 
reserve board it will be without previously 
undergoing a grilling at the hands of the 
senate committee. This is the condition 
upon which Mr. Warburg has, at the request 
of President Wilson, withdrawn his declina- 
tion, and he is right. 

Warburg did not seek a place on the re- 
serve board. He was designated by the 
president, in recognition of his unusual and 
singular qualifications. The acceptance of 
the post would have involved the severance 
of connection probably worth annually seven 
or eight times to him his compensation in 
federal employment. The work appealed to 
him undoubtedly as a pure service of patriot- 
ism, and since he is able to afford the per- 
sonal sacrifice, he signified willingness to 
accept. The president was particularly 
anxious to get Warburg on the board, since 
itis probable that of allthe men named, his 
knowledge of banking is the most encyclo- 
pedic. He is an authority not only on na- 
tional finance, but on international finance, 
an important fact, since the new currency 
law authorizes the setting up of branch 
banks in foreign countries. 

Warburg found out, however, that he was 
tc be subpoenaed and haled before the 
senate committee like a criminal under 
charges. He was to be subjected to a cross- 
fire from experts and amateurs alike, poli- 
ticians seeking political capital as well as 
senators honestly seeking to fix his qualifi- 
cations. He promptly objected. The com- 
mittee could find out all it needed to know 
of his life and reputation through other 
channels. He did not shun investigation. 
But there was a right way and a wrong way. 
They could ask him to communicate facts 
by letter, or they could send a representa- 
tive to him, or adopt any other one of a 
dozen methods. What he did not propose to 
stand was the ordeal of being made a parti- 
san or demagogic football, subjected at 
every turn to the indictment of suspicion. 
Under these circumstances he withdrew his 
name. At the president’s urgent solicitation 
he consented to reconsider, the one stipula- 
tion being that he was not to be catechised 
by the senate committee. This immunity 
he has a right to demand, upon the same 
plane as other board nominees. It is signifi: 
cant that the Atlanta regional bankers, at 
session at Montgomery day before yester- 
day, unanimously passed resolutions indors- 
ing him. : ; 

It is to be hoped the manly stand of Mr. 
Warburg will bring an end to this petty ex- 
hibition of inquisitiveness, and that the 
country will be permitted to enjoy the serv- 
ices of a big man without subjecting him to 
implied insult and accusation. It is high 
time that men in public life be relieved from 
the hallucination that all men in “big busi- 
ness’ must be regarded as crooks until they 
prove themselves otherwise. The idea is as 
insane as it is demagogic. 


A GHASTLY POSSIBILITY. 


Plausibility characterizes the latest re- 
port from the Mexican border that the con- 
stitutionalists are opposed to any compro- 
mise with Huerta, and that they are bent on 
a military conquest and martial administra- 
tion of Mexico. 

Considering the whirlwind of conflicting 
reports that has marked the entire progress 
of the Mexican trouble, we may look for a 
denial of this latest version or its confirma- 
tion at any time. But whether affirmed or 
denied, the rumor seems to be based on 
solid ground. 

The constitutionalists have already bro- 
ken the backbone of. the Huerta movement. 
All that is needed to give the dictator and 
his regime a coup de grace is the invasion of 
Mexico City. Within anywhere from a 
month to two months it is estimated Villa 
can cover the intervening territory and 
plant his guns before the capital. 

And that leads to the disquieting ques- 


tion: When Villa and his savage generals | 


take Mexico City, what then? Those famil- 
iar with the practices of those who have 
directed the constitutionalist cause know 
about what to expect. Judging from per- 
formances elsewhere, there will be wide- 
spread slaughter, pillage, outrages against 
women. The veterans of a remarkable cam- 
paign of conquest will be difficult, almost 
impossible, of control when they come to the 
prize city of the country. If in smaller and 
less appealing towns they have indulged in 
excesses that violate every rule of civilized 
warfare, what will they not do when con- 
fronted by the gathered treasures of the 
nation? 

These considerations undoubtedly were 
behind the report put out some weeks ago 
that Washington viewed the situation with 
misgiving, and that if every effort and device 
of diplomacy did not avail to keep Villa and 
his hordes out of the capital, the Stars and 
Stripes would beat him there. The possi- 
bility that Villa may reach Mexico City with 
no superior force, and with no moral 
scruples to restrain him, is a ghastly one. It 
is not strange that Washington is quietly 
adjusting its plans to meet whatever emer- 
gency may arise. 


IN THE LINE OF DUTY. 

The following telegram to The Constitu- 
tion from R. R. Otis, chairman of the White- 
hall street improvement committee, is self- 
explanatory: 

“Washington, D. C., July 8, 1914.—

CLEAR THIS OBSTACLE. 
Benjamin W. Hunt, of Eatonton, former 
president of the Georgia State Bankers’ 
association, chairman of the rural credits 
committee of the State Chamber of Com- 
merce, and also chairman of the agricultural 
committee of the State Bankers’ association, 


} makes an interesting contribution today to 


the discussion of the cattle tick, and sug- 
gests plans that should commend them- 
selves to the legislature and the counties of 
Georgia. 

It is significant that Mr. Hunt, like all 
other practical authorities, realizes that it is 
on the farm that eradication campaigns 
against the tick must be prosecuted. The 
state practice of embarrassing the cattle 
industry by quarantining suspected cattle 
for six days at packing houses, is imprac- 
tical, costly and ineffectual. It is in direct 
contravention of the federal law, unchal- 
lengeable in its effectiveness, which recog- 
nizes that the best’ way to handle cattle at 
the packing house is to slaughter them, after 
a careful inspection has demonstrated that 
they are not yet infected. Georgia’s method 
does not accomplish anything more than to 
visit loss on farmer and packer, while not 
protecting. the public or healthy cattle, and 
simply causing the shipper to go to some 
other state, under the protection of the 
federal law. 

Relevant in this connection is the bill of 
State Senator Watts, an interview concern- 
ing which is published elsewhere, purporting 
to provide fof the further regulation and in- 
spection of meat and milk products. Except 
where it provides a standard more rigid 
than that set up by the federal government, 
the bill of Senator Watts is reasonable. But 
if it is applied without amendment, its ef- 
fect will be to cause cattle men to ship thef¥ 
cattle through Georgia to other markets, 
where the federal law will protect them. 
Thus Georgia will lose, without any compen- 
sation and any progress in eradicating the 
tick, and other states will gain. Incidentally, 
the Georgia farmer will lose, since he must 
deduct interstate freight from profits of ship- 
ments of cattle which the strict federal law 
will cheerfully pass under standards which 
Senator Watts’ bill claims are insecure. And 
how Georgia can improve on the federal 
standard of tnspection and safeguards is yet 
to be demonstrated. 

Mr. Hunt reviews the present statute 
which authorizes the appropriation of county 
funds for tick eradication. He says the legis- 
lature should submit a constitutional amend- 
ment putting the issue out of all question, 
and he is right.

State Senator Watts,’ author of a Dill 
looking to the regulation and inspection of 
meat and meat products and milk and milk 
products within the state, declares there is 
a misapprehension regarding tne motive and 
application of his measure. 

He claims that his purpose is to promote 
purity in all manner of food products by 
insuring more stringent precautions at dairy 
and packing house, and says that his bill wiil 
improve the domestic markets for Georgia 
cattle, 

What the Bill Provides. 

Explaining his motives, and the purposes 
of his bill, he says: ‘ 

“There are being maintained and operated 
in Georgia today slaughter houses and dairies 
where the sanitary conditions are deplorable, 
places where there is absolutely no regard 
for sanitation, where diseased animals are 
being slaughtered and sold for human con- 
sumption on account of lack of a sanitary 
law and proper inspection. With only one 
food inspector in the state it is absolutely 
impossible to inspect these places at fre- 
quent enough intervals to overcome these 
conditions, especially when Georgia has no 
Sanitary law, and this bill provides for a 
sanitary regulation of these places as well 
as adequate inspection of them. 

“There is and has been and will continue 

to be (without this law) a just demand for 
the right of the farmer or producer to have 
his product approved that he may be per- 
mitted to sell it in any market in the state; 
for instance, Atlanta, Augusta and Savannah; 
the three principal distributing cities in the 
State, have city ordinances that prohibit 
home-grown meat being sent into these 
places without certain inspection which is, 
to say the least, practically prohibitory on 
country producers without this aid. 
“Section 2 of this bill provides for this 
inspection and the placing of the seal of 
approval on his product that will make it 
eligible in any city or market in the state. 
The enacting of this bill into a law will be 
a wonderful stride forward in the encourage- 
ment of production and marketing of home- 
grown meat. 

“It also provides for and compiles 
valuable statistics for the producer and con- 
sumer of these products that will inform ana 
encourage people who are seeking this in- 
formation and engaged in the industry. 
There is not a single requirement in the bill, 
either expressed or implied, that does not 
send forward the upbuilding and protection 
of these industries in Georgia, and that with- 
out a tax on the industries or a drain on 
the treasury of the state.”

“Every child in London must 
‘Br'er Rabbit and Mr. Fox’—twice!” ex- 
claimed Egan Mew in The Academy: while 
John Palmer, reviewing the play in The 
Saturday Review, remarked: “It {ts charac- 
teristic of owr theater that plays expressly 
intended for children are usually better fun 
than plays intended for elderly people. 

“Mrs. Percy Dearmer has cleverly ar- 
ranged the more tractable adventures of the 
people of Uncle Remus: and Mr. Martin 
Shaw has looked after the tunes. These 
alone were worth a visit. Of course, there 
is the usual suspicion attending plays in 
which children bear a principal part—a 
Suspicion that the players enjoy the play 
more heartily than the audience. But at 
any rate, we know that somebody in the 
building is happy, which, as things are going 
at the moment, is an unusually agreeable 
conviction.

New Crop Positions Were 


Higher. 


New York, July 9.—More favorable 


weather reports from the southwest. 


cost the cotton market today’s early 
advance and the close was steady at a 
net decline of 12 points to an advance 
of 4 points, near months being rela- 
tively easy, while new crop positions 
were 3 points lower to 4 points higher 
than last night’s closing figures. 

There seemed to be considerable 
nervousness over the situation in Tex- 
as during the early trading. Liver- 
pool futures made a steady showing. 
Private reports again indicated that 
there had been scattering showers in 
the drouthy sections, but the trade 
feared that the precipitation had been 
insufficient and new crop months 
worked about 6 to 11 points net higher 
during the morning, with January 
leading the advance. . 

Liverpool was again a buyer of De- 
cember and January contracts here 
and there also seemed to be consid- 
erable demand against sales of August 
and October, with the old crop months 
relatively easy on the unfavorable 
trade advices and increasing confidence 
in a full early new crop movement. 

Demand slackened after the .close 
of Liverpool, but the market held fair- 
ly steady until after the publication 
of the detailed weather report for the 
Houston district. 
rains at three or four points in addi- 
tion to scattering showers at several 
stations and a lower average of tem- 
peratures. Declines met some. opposi- 
tion early in the afternoon, but the

Ex - 
penditures for campaign literature and 
speakers, however, will be exempted. 
Candidates for the senate and house, 
within from ten to fifteen days 
primaries or elections, would be re- 
quired to file itemized reports of all 
things of value received for their cam- 
paign. 

In addition, every person, firm or 
association, including state and local 
political committees, expending or 
promising $50 or more for influencing 
an election fOr senator or representa- 
tive, would have to file statements, 
unless their contributions were list- 
ed in detailed reports required of the 
national organizations of political 
parties. The party statements would 
be filed within ten to fifteen days 
prior to election, and “each six days 
thereafter until such election” a sup- 
plemental report, showing names and 
addresses of contributors of $100 or 
more would have to be forthcoming.

FORD VERY OPTIMISTIC 
IN REGARD 10 BUSINESS 


Auto Man Tells President Wil- 
son There Is No Depres- 
sion—Wilson Cheered. 


Washington, July 9 —Optimistie 
views of business conditions were pre- 
sented to President Wilson today by 
Henry Ford, the Detroit automobile 
manufacturer, during an hour's confer- 
ence at the white house. Mr. Ford told 
the president he saw no evidences of 
any sort -of business depression, 
psychological or otherwise, and said 
that in his opinion, business was get- 
ting better all the time. 

“There is absolutely nothing wrong 
with business,’ Mr. Ford told the pres- 
ident. “The only trouble is that some 
people seem pessimistic. If every one 
would only cheer up and attend to 
their own business this calamity talk 
would stop immediately.” 

Officials close to the president said 
he was greatly encouraged by his talk 
with Mr. Ford. 

Mr. Ford refused to discuss his call, 
saying that talk of business deprese- 
sion was unworthy of denial. 

President Wilson believes business 
men are coming around to the adminis- 
tration’s view of anti-trust legislation 
and are ready for the program laid out 
to be put through the present session 
of congress. He made this plain to 
callers today, following his talk with 
Mr. Ford and others. 

AS a result of his recent conferences 
the president told callers today he 
knows more about the attitude of busi- 
ness men than he did before, and be- 
lieves the attitude is not hostile to 
anti-trust legislation.
